| SONS OF FEANOE OELEBRATE THEIR 
NATIONAL HOLIDAY. 


Consul-General Bruwaert Gives a Break- 
fast at the White Horse Inn and the 
Afternoon Festivities Are Held on the 
Lawn ofthe French Building=—M. Bour- 
bier Made a Knight of the Legion of 
Honor—Dahomans Battle on Land and 
Sen. : 

No popping of firecrackers or bursts of 
patriotie enthusiasm marked the celebration 
of the French national holiday at Jackson 
Park yesterday. But there was not a loyal 
Frenchman at the Exposition who did not en- 
joy to the depths of his soul the fete given by 
the French Commissioners in commemora- 
tion of the fall of the Bastile. From the walls 
of the French pavilion on the lake shore, and 
from every available nook and corner on the 


green court on which it opens, the tri-color 
floated. All the morning French marines 
kept the too-curious public from the grounds, 
and peoplé were forced to content themselves 
with looking into the pleasant green space, won- 
dering what public man the great bronze bust 


against a background of emerald turf. But 
in the afternoon, after Consul-General Bru- 
waert and his guests had done making merry 
at their breakfast in the White Horse Inn, the 
French garden began to take on a look of 
animation and gayety. 

About 3 o’clock the Commissioners and 
their guests, preceded by a squad of marines, 
arrived and stationed themselves in the gal- 
leries of the building looking out toward the 
lake. Then the Iowa State Band came in, 
piece by piece, and found a comfortable place 
in which to play French music under the 
trees in the courtyard. Finally the foreign 
Commissioners dropped in, the French ex- 
hibiters arrived, and the French residents 
began to show their guests what a lawn party 
ought to be. 

A Noted Statue. 
Consul-General Bruwaert, assisted by MM. 
Verstraete and Masure, received, standing 
near the bust of Carnot, which, surmounted 
by the statue of Gloria Victis, formed the 
central feature of the decorations. Thestatue 
is a reproduction of a work by Mercié which 
stands in the Hotel de Ville, Paris. The figure 
of a winged Victory bears in her arms a 
wounded soldier, who carries in his hand a 
broken sword. It expresses admirably the 
idea its title conveys, “Glory to the Van- 
quished.“ The sentiment of this group, which 
was produced shortly after the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, endeared it to the French people, 
who, though they had meta crushing defeat, 
were conscious of brave deeds and worthy 
resolution for the future. It was immediately 
purchased by the City of Paris and first given 
a place in the Square Montolon, which is just 
off the Rue Lafayette, a street which leads to 
the Eastern railroad station and up which 80 
many brave men had passed on their way to 
the front, hopeful of victory. 

It was placed in the court with coils of hose- 
pipe, a fireman’s helmet, an extinguisher, and 
a hatchet gracefully arranged about it as a 
memorial of the firemen who lost their lives a 
few days ago, and was designed to express the 
sentiment of the French exhibiters, who 
wished to show, in the midst of their féte, the 
sympathy they feel for those who were van- | 
quished by the elements, and to do them 
honor. 

M. Bourbier Decorated, 
In a manner essentially French, emotions 
were mixed during the entire afternoon. The 
touch of somberness which the crepe on the 
statue added to the occasion was offset by the 
conferring on M. Bourbier, First Master of 
the Musketry, the order of Knight of the 
Legion of Honor, and the dignity of this ap- 
preciative act on the part of the French Re- 
public was, in turn, relieved by the wild an- 
tics of the Dahomans, who came up from 
their village at the far end of the plaisance to 
do honor to their latest conquerors. The 
barbarity of their dances was contrasted with 
the grace with which, when the band began to 
play Offenbach’s quadrille music, a group of 
French people went through the pretty meas- 
ures of a French quadrille. 
The one element essential to a Frenchman’s 
complete enjoyment of such an occasion was 
not wanting. From a long buffet elaborately 
decorated with garlands of morning glories, 
in the corridor connecting the City of Paris 
pavilion with that of the French Government, 
pretty French girls in Phrygian caps orna.- 
mented with a tri-colored cockade served 
wines of all kinds, apollinaris, ices, and little 
cakes all afternoon long. Alsatian women in 
somber black costumes that were at once 
picturesque and suggestive distributed bon- 
bons, fans, flowers, and souvenirs, taking con- 
scious pride in the cockade of the French Re. 
public, which they, too, wore placed in the 
big Alsatian bows that formed their head.

George Clary’s shoes were torn to 
shreds. Besides the electric storm there was 
a severe wind and rain storm and 
tents were blown down, camp equipage 
blown in all directions, and the greatest 
confusion prevailed in camp for a long time.

It first struck the brickyard one mile west 

of the city, carrying away the kiln sheds, 

moving a house and barn from the founda- 

tion, and damaging property about $2,000 

and injuring one of the men. Mr. Steinacker, 

the proprietor, says he heard the roar of the 

storm and saw boards and sticks careering 

along in the upper air a minute or more be- 

fore it reached his place. At that point the 

revolving current took a downward course, 

and after scattering and shaking up his build- 

ings rose again and passed out of sight. 


Thence it seemed to skip along, occa- 
sionally snapping off a tree, gath- 
ering up shingles from the roofs of 
buildings in its wake and partially 


destroying barns until reaching the bluff be- 
neath which Hersey & Bean’s big sawmill is 
located on the edge of Lake St. Croix. Then 
it fell with a tremendous roar upon the 
southern portion of the mill yard, lifting up 
the great rafting shed in which twenty-four 
men were at work, hurling it into the lake. 
The storm then passed on across the lake 
whirling and scooping up large bodies of 
water and lifting up great logs which lay in 
the lake. Its greatest force seemed to have 
spent itself as it crept up the bluff on the 
Wisconsin shore. Then directly east of the 
city appeared a threatening funnel-shaped 
cloud with its point towards the earth. 
This seemed suspended in midair 
streaming down toward the earth, pre- 
senting a lurid appearance, but it soon 
disappeared. Thousands of people watched 
the weird spectacle for ten minutes in awe- 
struck silence. A peculiarity of the storm 
was that not a drop of rain fell, nor was there 
as much as a puff of wind outside the cyclone 
track. Immediately upon the subsidence of 
the storm the sun came out clear and bright 
with a quiet breeze from the west. 

The total loss in the city in buildings will 
not exceed $18,000, of which amount $1,500 
is to the brick yard. It is reported that con- 
siderable damage was done by the storm in 
Wisconsin. Crops were considerably damaged 
in this vicinity.

Mrs. Page, widow of the missing Capt. Bur- 
ton Edgar Page, in a broken voice said she 
had bid her husband a lovi farewell the 
morning of the fire when he lett their home 
at No. 1815 Dearborn street. It was his last 
farewell, and his body, if found, could not be 
identified. As the widow’s thoughts dwelt on 
that last parting she lost self-control and wept 
bitterly.

DOESN’T FAVOR ASBESTOS ROPES. 


Marshal Murphy Says They Would Have 


Made No Difference at Monday’s Fire. 

Marshal Murphy says he does not see how a 
pompier or ladder corps could be used to any 
purpose on the buildings at the World's Fair 
grounds. The ladders are used always by 
being attached to the window sills of build- 


ings, and the World's Fair bujldings are sucl? 


that they would be of no value. The Marshal 
says they could not have been used at the 
storage fire at all and that no system of lad- 
ders or pompier corps that he ever heard of 
could have saved the men on the tower. He 
says that pompier corps are -all well enough 
in a city made up of stores, office buildings, 
and dwellings, for the men can take their lad- 
ders and go to the roofs without any trouble 
at all. There was some talk about placi 
ropes of asbestos or some fabric that woul 
withstand the fire on the buildings at the 
grounds. The Marshal said he saw no benefit 
to be derived from it. No matter whether the 
ropes on the tower had been of asbestos or 
another material which is equally good and 
will repel the fire the result would have been 
practically the same. 

“The men could not get to the ropes, he 
said, on account of the flames, and what 
would be the difference whether the rope was 
of asbestos or whatever it was, unless the men 
could reach it. I saw Bielenberg reach out 
through the flames for a rope; I swung one to 
him; he caught it and came down nearly 
thirty feet before he fell off; There were 
eight ropes on the tower that day and the men 

uldn’t come down on them on account of 

e flames. I don’t think that a fire ladder 
corps and pompiers and asbestos ropes will 
accomplish much on these buildings. The 
best way will be to keep the people off the 
lofty heights, thus avoiding danger of a 
stam pede,”’ :

Mr. Ackerman gave this 
information in his monthly report, which was 
only completed late Thursday evening. Mr. 
Ackerman also showed that the total receipts

Auditor’s statement is not limited to an on- 
nouncement of receipts and disbursements. 
It is an exhaustive document on the finances 
of the Fair, and Mr. Ackerman has been two 
months preparing it.

THE FIRE ALARM SYSTEM OF PARIS. 


It Is Very Complete—The Use of the Tele- 


phone in Paris. 

The French journal Electricite has recently 
published a series of interesting and copious- 
ly illustrated articles on the electric signaling 
system used by the Fire department of Paris. 
The number of automatic alarm boxes is un- 
usually large, showing that the Paris Fire 
Department, certainly as far as efficient 
means of speedy communication is con- 
cerned, it is not surpassed by any American 
installation of a similar nature. 

Prior to the introduction of automatic 
alarms called “advertisseurs publics,” there 
existed 133 city stations postes-vigies,“ dis- 
tributed throughout the various quarters of 
the metropolis. Each one of. these posts was 
connected by telegraph to the next fire sta- 
tion, but the system proved slow, clumsy, 
and was liable to many mechanical derange- 
ments. 

The new plan dispenses entirely with these 
% postes-vigies,”’ in their stead auto- 
matic alarm boxes. For that purpose the en- 
tire city has been divided into twenty-four 
districts, with a central station situated as 
nearly as ble in the middle of each dis- 
trict. ch station contains an engine, 
trucks, ladders, etc. It is in cha of an 
officer with thirty men, and in addition to 
the above mentioned apparatus there are a 
number of auxiliary services, such as pipes, 
nozzles, etc. The conductors of all the auto- 
matic boxes of a district converge to the cen- 
tral station. 

Again, each district contains two distinct 
lines terminating in a Morse apparatus at the 
central station. By this arrangement it is 
found that the length of cable conductor is 
minimized ; moreover, it gives a high degree 
of working efficiency to the system in case of 
accident to one of the line wires. 

As soon as A call comes in the officer in 
charge sends the — number of men to 
the d ted point. Arrived there, they 
communicate at once by telephone with the 
central station, giving full parti con- 
cerning the nature of the fire. In turn the 
central station may then communicate with 
the nearest central, and, if necessary, with the 
head of the Fire Department, called Petat- 
major. 

The automatic box has two doors, one of 
which can only be opened by a special key. 
This compartment is furnished with a mova- 
ble telephone and a calling key. Since the 
introduction of the alarm-box service the 
number of dangerous fires has considerably 
decreased ; on the other hand, the department 
keeps a strict surveillance and inspection over 
— 4 piece of apparatus. They are tested 
once every day and carefully inspected each 


week.

One of the wires is set aside 
the transmission of telegraphic signals, 
using the earth as the return, while both 
conductors are utilized for the telephonic 
service. The arrangement avoids. another 
drawback—the in uctien of unequal re- 
sistance in the two sides of the circuit. This 
is done by placi the alarm devices alter- 
nately in one of the conductors, so that even 
in case of accidents to one of them the appu- 
ratus connected in the other branch remains 
unaffected. In case of important fires several 
boxes may be pulled at the same time. One 
instance of this kind has r resulting 
in an interference of signals. Without the 
telephonic intercommunication this trouble 
might have been productive of serious con-

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IN NORTH OAROLINA: 


Official Contradiction of Sensational Reports 
from Northampton County- Arrival at 
the Capes of a Brig Infected with Yel- 
low Fever-No Danger That the Malady 
Will Spread=Mjssionaries in Siam in 
Peril Over 2,500 Pensioners Suspended 
New Seed Order. | 


Wasurvaton, D. C., July-14.—Specials pub- 
lished in New York alleging the existence of a 
disease in Northampton county, North Car- 
olino, resembling cholera today were brought 
to the attention of Surgeon General Wyman 
of the United States Marine hospital service 
with an inquiry as to whether any advices had 
been received on the matter. He replied that 
the official returns of the State health officers 
made no mention of any such extraordinary 
outbreak and they would surely have reported 
it if it had existed. He, however, directed in- 
quiries to be made in North Carolina, and 
stated that if any confirmation of the rumors 
were received he would communicate it to 
the press. No confirmation came. In the 
meantime the following special dispatch was 
received from the press agent at Raleigh: 

There is no information here of any unusual 
disease in Northampton county, N. C., or at any 
other point in North Carolina. A special to the 
News and Observer from Garysburg, Northamp- 
ton county, says: There is no disease in this 
locality resembling: cholera,” 

This afternoon’ a dispatch was received 
from the State Board of Health of North 
Carolina addressed to the Surgeon-General of 
the Marine Hospital Service stating officiali 
that there was no truth in the story that chol- 
era had broken out in that State. 

In New York this afternoon the following 
special from Raleigh, N, C., was published: 

A letter to a prominent State official says that 
Dr, Lewis, Health officer of Northampton Coun- 
ty, reporte the existence there of a disease re- 
sembling cholera. Persons attacked die in six 


or seven hours. There have been twelve deaths. 
The disease is being officially investigated. 


Yellow Fever on Board, 


Signal Officer Sherry at Cape Henry wired 
this afternoon that the Britis ae 
bound from Havana to St. John’s, N. S., had 
come in the Capes and anchored off the quar- 
antine station, Fisherman's Island, thirty 
miles east from Hampton , reporti 
that she had lost her Captain, who died wit 
yellow fever, and that three of the crew were 
down with the disease. The United States 
quaruntine officials have the vessel in charge. 

Concerni the Darama Surgeon-General 
Wyman of Marine Hospi service has 
this to say: 

The Cape Charles quarantine station is ample 
to handle any invasion of that kind. There is not 
the slightest danger that the disease can spread 
inland to e Baltimore, or any of the 
cities in touch with that part of the coast. The 
arrangements atthe C Charies station are 
thorough and ample for handling arrivals of yel- 
low fever or small-pox. In handling cholera they 
are not ample. A comparatively limited number 
of cases could be handied, but in case of the ar- 
rival of an infected ship, .containing 1,000 to 
1,500 immigrants, the station would be utterly

‘MISSIONARIES ARE IN PERIL. 


War in Siam May Endanger the Lives of 
Teachers of the Gospel. 

Wasnuineron, D. C., July 14.—The only 
official news of the trouble between the 
French and Siamese received at the State De- 
partment was contained in a brief cablegram 
from Acting Consul-General Boyd at Bang- 
kok, stating that after an hour’s engagement 
the French vessels had passed the forts below 
Bangkok, Itis not the present intention of 
the departmént specially to dispatch an 
American cruiser to the scene of war, 
in view of the fact that the Ameri- 
can interests in Siam are _  insignifi- 
cant, being confined to a small trade in teak 
wood, Nevertheless it is * that, 
if the war assumes formidable proportions, 
the Siamese may make it very unpleasant for 
foreign residents, includ the few Ameri- 
cans there, as the hostilities are apt to be 
characterized on one side by the summary 
proceedings known to semi-barbarous na- 
tions. If such a state of affairs obtain, how- 
ever, the United States will not be without a 
vessel in Siamese waters, as the Concord, now 
on her way to China, will be in that neighbor- 
hood in the course of two months. 

There are about twenty missionaires in 
Siam, mostly Presbyterians, and their friends 
in this country have become concerned about 
their welfare now that actval hostilities have 
broken out. The Rev. Dr. Gillespis of New 
York, representing the Presbyterian Mission 
Board, 1 hed Secretary Gresham 
to inquire what provision would be made for 
the safety of these missionaries and the numer- 
ous children in their charge. In view of the 
present war outlook Secretary Gresham re- 
plied as follows:

At a Conference Where the Sanitary Dis- 
trict and the Marine Interests Are Both 
“ Represented the River Problem Is 
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Thoroughly Discussed=All Agree That | lez 


Some Action by the Government Is Nec- 


ees Boldenweck, Eckhard, Altpeter, and 
Cooley of the Drainage Board, and Hugh Mo- 
Millan, Capt. J. S. Dunham, T. T. Morford, 
and Capt. Keith, representing the marine in- 
terests of the city, held a conference at the 
rooms of the Drainage Board for the purpose 
of d the problem presented by the 
Chicago River in relation to both the plans of 
the drainage trustees and the commercial in- 
tereste of the city. The discussion touched 
upon vital points at issue and led to a better 
understanding upon thé subject between the 
different interests represented at the meeting, 

Congressman Durborow said that a plan for 
the improvement of the river should be settled 
upon that would enlist the services of all the 
Chicago Congressmen. Only by presenting a 
united front to Congress could they expect to 
accomplish anything. He asked if the sani- 
tary district wished to get possession of the 
river for the purpose of dredging it and keep- 
ing it in repair when it had been improved. 

President Wenter said it was not his desire 
that the sanitary district should control the 
river, but that the government should retain 
full control of the stream. The sanitary dis- 
trict had sufficient money to carry out the 
plans it had already projected, but would 
need government aid to complete a navigable 
waterway from the lake to Joliet. 

Mr. Cooley thought the situation on the 
river from Twelfth street to the lake might 
be left in statu quo for two years at least, but 
that consideration of the improvement of the 
— River might be taken up at once with 
proflt. 

Capt. Dunham said the river never could be 
widened nor deepened. It would cost too 
much. He claimed the movement of ship- 
ping was gradually southward to South Chi- 
cago and that the harbor of the Chicago of 
the future would be found there. He favored 
the cutting of a channel from the Stock-Yards 
fork to the Calumet, while at the same time 
he would maintain the Chicago River at its 
present state of usefulness. He icted 
that in the future the warehouses of Chicago’s 
great wholesale houses would be found on the 
shores of the Calumet. He would never con- 
sent, he said, to give the sanitary district con- 
trol of the river. The government had stood 
to the vesselmen at one time asa friend in 
need and the government ought to have 
charge of the river.

In Pietro Ghisleri Mr. Crawford re- 
turns to his beloved Rome and reintroduces a 


few of the characters of preceding novels. Asis 
well known he abhors the novel of tenden- 
ey and writes merely to entertain. One 
does not gather grapes from cherry trees, 
and the reader who seeks powerful emotions 
or a profound criticism of life will certainly 
not find either in Pietro Ghisleri.“ But 
Mr. Crawford has accomplished what he set 
out to do. and that, after all, is much. 

Asa story, then, Pietro Ghisleri”’ is ex- 
ceptionally well written. It may not bea 
great work ofart, but every one must admit 
its workmanlike, ‘“‘shipshape” character. 
One’s interest is well sustained throughout, 
in spite of the fact that one easily guesses 
each of the two secrets on which the plot 
hinges. Mr. Crawford has had recourse to an 
old folktale motive, that-of the wicked step- 
sister and her lovely victim.

“ Maxims and Reflections of Goethe.” 

This translation of Goethe's Prose Max- 
ims,“ which we owe to Mr. Bailey Saunders, 
is the first attempt that has yet been made to 
present the greater part of these sayings in 
English. Even this is not a complete edition, 
as it includes less than 600 maxims out of 
more than’ 1.000 contained in the German 
collection. Of the thoughts on science 
art the greater pertion has been omitted, for 
reasons stated in the preface. As the trans- 
lator relied in this matter on the advice of 
Prof. Huxley and Sir Frederick Leighton, re- 
spectively, selection may be called official. 

Mr. Saunders believes that most of the max- 
ims as they now stand were not only pub- 
lished but also composed in Goethe's last 
years. The unity of meaning which stamps 
them with a common aim; the similarity of 
the calm, dis te in which 
they are written; the didactic tone that colors 
them throughout, combine to show that they 
are among the last and ripest fruits of his 
genius. The character and value of these 
sayi are admirably defined in the trans- 
lator’s preface, a composition which bears 
ample testimony to the taste and intelligence 
of the writer. r. Saunders bids us note how 
nearly the maxims touch the needs of our own 
day, and how greatly they may help us in 
facing certain problems of life and conduct - 
which appeal to us now with peculiar force and 
subtlety. The besetting sin of the maxim- 
writer, he well says, is to exaggerate one 
side of a matter by neglecting another; to se- 
cure point and emphasis of style by limiting 
the range of thought; and hence it is that 
most maxims present but a portfon of truth 
and cannot be received unqualified. The 
must often be brought back to the test of life 
itself, and confronted and compared with 
other sides of the experience they profess to 
embody. And when a maxim stands this 
trial and proves its worth it isnot every 
one to whom it is of value. To some 
it may be a positive evil, Maxims in 
their application seem to need something of 
the physician’s art; they must be handled 
with care and applied with discretion. With 
writers who depend for effect on mere quali- 
ties of style and 2 the weightier matters 
of depth and truth of observation, Goethe has 
nothing in common; nor with those who 
vainly imagine that insight is a kind of art, 
with a method that may be learned and ap- 
plied. . , It is no concern of his to daz- 
zle the mind by the brilliance of his wit; nor 
does he labor to say things because they are 
striking, but only because they are true. He 
is always in contact with realities, always 
aiming at truth; and he takes a kindly and 
a generous view of the world. 
Touched with a profound feeli of the 
worth of life, the wisdom of order, the nobili- 
i of effort, he gives us an ideal to pursue and 
shows us the means of pursuing it. 
Take any other set of maxims you will, no- 
where is there a larger, stronger, healthier, 
more tolerant view of life and the world, or an 
atmosphere clearer of the mists that too often 
obseure and distort our vision.“ 
The little essay on nature which is here sub- 
pee to the maxims has already been trans- 
ated by Prof. Huxley. It is interesting and 
characteristic, but its — is less aphoristic 
than poetical.

The day for that 
parity has long since passed. Anyway, what 
is the use of raking over ancient history for 
supposed proof that the whole civilized world 
has gone completely astray on the money 
question? The idea of asking the people of this 
country to try over again as an experiment 
to make 871 grains of silver equal in value to 
600 grains is so preposterous on ite face it 
cannot be entertained by a sensible man. 
Silver has depreciated in purchasing power 
about one-half in the last twenty years as 
measured by the price of labor in the civil- 
fed world. If we would have the bimetallic 
standard enough silver must be put in the 
dollar to equal the value of a gold dollar. 
That is the only possible solution of the prob- 
lem, and the free silver men are trying to re- 
sist the inevitable in pleadmg for 371.grain 
dollars and free coinage, as that would give 
us monometallism of the worst sort, since 
gold would not circulate with silver on the 
terms they propose, but would be expelled 
to the last ounce of it.

“BLATANT” DUNCAN'S BALDERDASH. 

Blanton Duncan, a free silver” blather- 
skite, has given to the Rocky Mountain News, 
one of the chief organs of that class of peo- 
ple, some alleged correspondence between 
himself and President Cleveland and also his 
inferences as to what the latter meant by what 
he said therein on the subject of silver. 

It is hardly necessary to state that what 
President Cleveland thinks on the silver ques- 
tion is not to be learned from the surmises uf a 
crank like Dugean, but from the platform of 
the Democratic party, the silver plank of 
which was submitted to Mr. Cleveland before 
its adoption and met with his approval then 
as it did after his nomination. That plank 
reads: 

We hold to the.use of both gold and silver as 
the standard nidney of the country, and to the 
éoinage of both gold and silver without discrimi- 
nation against either metal or charge for mint- 
ago, but the dollar unit of coinagé of “both metals 
must be of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
a bo adjusted by international agreement or by 

such safeguards of legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the parity of the two metals and 


the equal power of every dollar at all times in the 
market, and in the payment of debte; and we de- 
mand that all paper currency shall bo kept at 
par with and redeemable in such ooin. «We in- 
gist upon this policy as especially necessary for 
the protection of ‘the farmers and iaboring 
dlasses, the first and most defenseless victims of 
unstable money and a fluctuating currency. 

ent Cleveland’ e platform calls for 


bimetallism—for silver coins circulating side 
by side with gold ones, not because they are 
redeemable in that metal, but because they 
are worth intrinsically as much. Take the 
gold indorsément off the silver coinage of to- 
day and what would its value be? Less than 
55 cents per dollar. If an American could 
take to a foreign mint and sell there for equal 
sums a thousand silver anda thousand gold 
dollars America would have the bimetallic 
currency. of the Cleveland platform. 

Blanton Duncan, therefore, who wants a 
silver dollar the “intrinsic and exchangeable 
value” of which shall be only half that of 
a gold dollar, is nota bimetallist at all but a 
monometallist who wants a single silver 
standard of half worthless money. He is not 
satisfied with the present state of affairs where 
the silver money like the legal tenders is kept 
at par with gold because the government re- 
deems it in gold. He wants a debased dollar 
fluctuating somewhere around 50 cents as the 
American standard of dollar. Mr. Cleveland 
does not now and he never has approved of 
such a scurvy dollar, and nothing which the 
wearisome Mr. Duncan may say can make 
any rational man believe to the contrary. 


STORMING OF THE BASTILE. 

Yesterday was the 104th anniversary of the 
storming of the Bastile by the people of Paris 
as one of the incidents of the French Revolu- 
tion, For many centuries the grim building 
had béen a terror to the citizens, being used 
for the confinement of political suspects as 
well as the punishment of criminals, and in 
the course of that time many thousands dis- 
appeared within its portals never more to be 
seen by their friends. At the time it was 
captured, as à preliminary to its being razed 
to the ground, it contained only seven con- 
fined ones, Who were liberated with shouts of 
joy by the populace, 

The day is observed by Frenchmen in for- 
eign lands, as well as at home, as commemo- 
rating an era of popular liberty. With them 
it corresponds partially to our Fourth of July 
for Americans. The celebration in Paris was 
a quiet one this year owing'to the sulking”’ 
of the Municipal Council, which ordinarily 
makes arrangements for the fete. This was 
due to the feeling engendered by the recent 
riots. The fire brigade and two regiments of. 
troops were held in readiness to suppress 
riots threatened by the Anarchists, but their 
troublesome attitude did not prevent Presi- 
dent Carnot from setting at liberty 319 con- 
victs, in accordance with the time-honored 
custom of extending clemency to certain pris- 
oné?s on the anniversary of the day on which 
the prison was abolished. 

W most imposing celebration of the day

DUMPING GARBAGE IN THE LAKE. 

Renewed complaint i made by persons liv- 
ing near the foot of Twenty-sixth street that 
garbage of the most offensive description is 
being dumped into the lake in large quantities. 
Itieno wonder that they object. The stuff 
which is emptied daily into the lake at the 
foot of Twenty-seventh street is not street 
gweepings, but garbage of the rankest kind, 
and when the wind blows off the lake the fetid 
smells are carried over the residence district 
to the west. It is not pleasant to close the 
windows on a July day, but it is necessary to 
avoid being sickened. 

Furthermore, some of this refuse, swarming 
with low and injurious forms of life, is carried 
by the current, which runs southward along 
the shore and reaches, when the conditions 
are favorable, the cribof the Hyde Park fun- 
nel, which is only a little distance out in the 
lake. The criminal stupidity of selecting a 
method of disposing of garbage which will 
poison the drinking water of one set of people 
and offend the nostrils of another ought to be 
plain to every one. It does seem as if the 
city authorities think they have done every- 
thing. which is necessary when they put the 
garbage where it will no longer be visible as 
one goes along the streets and alleys. If they 
can put it in a hole in the ground or if they 
can throw it-into the lake they imagine that 
their duty is performed, like the sluttish 
woman who thinks she has cleaned her room 
when she has swept all the dirt under the bed. 

Unfortunately for the city authorities gar- 
bage does not cease to be dangerous because 
unseen. Thrown into the lake it comes back 
in the drinking water. Heaped up in the out- 
gkirts it comes back on the winds. There is 
but one way to prevent ite return and that is 
to cremate it. The evil spirit of garbage can 


de exorcised only by fire. For centuries peo- 
| ple allowed refuse to accumulate around their 


abodes till plague and pestilence swept them 
away. Finally learning something by experi- 
ence they began a new system of taking gar- 
bage away from their homies and dumping it 
on the vacant ground a short distance away. 
Soon intelligent people saw that that was not 
sufficient and that cremation was the only 
cure. The Chicago authorities have not 
reached this last stage of progress yet, but 
the hooner they get there the better will it be 
for the health of the people. This dirty and 
dangerous practice of throwing rotting ani- 
mal and vegetable matter into the lake to 
drift to the inlets of one of the tunnels should 
be stopped at, once. 


JUDGE JENKIN® MISHAP. 

It is well understood that if Judge Jenkins, 
Who has just been indicted by the Milwaukee 
grand jury, has committed any offense it.is a 
purely technical one. He was a director in a 
Milwaukee bank which was wrecked by tne 
President of the institution, and no one 
imagines that Judge Jenkins had the least 
idea that the President had committed any 
wrongful act or that his acts involved the ruin 
of the bank in which the Judge was a stock- 


holder and which he was naturally desirous 


should be prosperous. Nor has any evidence 
been presented as yet to show that the Judge 
was guilty of even a technical offense. Grand 
juries are not infallible regarding matters of 
fact and they are more likely to be mistaken 
as to questions of law. 

It was unwise, however, on the part of Judge 
Jenkins to place himself in a position where 
he was exposed to the possibility of indict- 
ment because of the misdeeds of another. He 
should not have occupied the responsible po- 
sition of Jutige, which took up most of his 
time and engrossed most of his attention, and 
also the technically responsible position of 
director in a bank, to which he devoted but 
little of hig time. This was an innocent 
error and others are committing it all the 
time, but in this case it has subjected a sensi- 
tive Judge to a great mortification. 

It does not seem to be generally understood 
that the position ofa bank. director is some- 
thing more than a mere honorary one. It in- 
volves legal liabilities and also moral respon- 
sibilities, Vorifa man sees on the list of 
directors of a bank names which seem good 
ones to him he takes it for granted that the con- 
cern is sound, though as a matter of fact the 
men whose names attracted him may trouble 


themselves very little about its affairs, There. 


fore persons whose time is mostly taken up 
with other matters ought to keep out of the 
bank director business lest some day an evil 
thing should ld befall them.

The whole State of Colorado contains about 
half a million people, or one-third the popu- 
lation of Chicago. Colorado has two Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, while Chicago has six, 
counting in her two Congressmen-at-large, 
and in the ftiext Congress it will have seven 
Representatives. Chicago has more than 
three times the credits and bank deposits of 
Colorado.

fuses to do anything towards the remoneti- 
zation of silver. Representatives of the Ger- 
man Government were met in the silver con- 
ference oflast winter and argued with 
outs on the subject. They did not 
show the  alightest disposition to 
budge from the single gold standard their 
country had adopted. The silver monomet- 
allists talk as if they thought Germany and 
the United States were hypnotized by En- 
gland on the money question, and forced by 
it against their will to adopt the gold standard 
of money values. But the fact is the inter- 
ests of England lie in the other direction. By 
making gold her sole standard some eighty 
years ago and dealing with the silver money 
of other countries as so much merchandise 
the Britishers have an immense advantage 
in international trade which could not be ob- 
tained? if all the leading nations were on a 
gold basis. 

What is the use of revamping that old 
lie about a “ conspiracy of twenty-odd years 
ago when we are called to face a grave pres- 
ent crisis? Such a discussion is wholly irrele- 
vant, especially as nothing new remains to be 
said on the topic. It has been thrashed over 
and over again until naught remains but dust 
and chaff. We are powerless to reéstablish 
silver in Europe so long as Germany, Italy, 
and Austria refuse to act. The silver mono- 
metallists may make the false and absurd 
charge that nineteen years ago England also 
induced France to cease coining silver five 
franc pieces to circulate in the Latin Union. 
But the important fact is that France has re- 
fused to join usin a movement to increase 
the use of silver, and that Austria, with a pop- 
ulation of almost 40 millions, is adopting a 
gold basis after having prepared for it through 


several years. Eight or ten years ago Italy, 


with a population of some 30,000,000, re- 
solved to follow the example of England and 
now isa gold monometallic country. Russia 
is preparing to become the same thing as soon 
as practicable, and will accomplish it shortly 
unless hindered by the outbreak of a great 
European war. The India Council has re- 
solved to stop the free coinage of silver for 
private parties, and what are the free silver 
agitators in this contry going to do about it? 

Here is the situation: Whether or not En- 
gland is at the bottom of the Old World gold 
movement or not, there is no use in our pro- 
testing against it. The hard fact confronts 
us. What is the use of frothing and fuming 
about how it happened that the commercial 
world looks upon gold asthe most desirable 
standard of money value? 

What is the use of gabbling about the 
“crime’’ of suspending the coinage of our 
silver dollar when that dollar had already 
dropped out of use for forty years? Subse- 
quent legislation has given the country a 
larger number of silver dollars than the 
“fathers” of the Republic would have 
dreamed of as possible to be coinedin the 
United States. We have now between 500 
and 600 millions of silver in dollars and 
bullion, whereas previous to 1879 clear back 
to 1804 there never wae a million of silver 
dollars in circtlation in any year. 

The problem which confronts Congress is 
to devise means for preventing our immense 
volume of currency from tumbling down from 
its present par value with gold to that of 
thé 871-grain silver dollar worth but 55 cents, 
and destroying in the collapse half the value 
of all the credits, money, deposits, and equi- 
ties in the United States. That is the question 
before the country. 

THE ROOF GARDENS CLOSED. 

The Council of Administration has taken a 
wise step in issuing an order prohibiting vis- 
itors from going to the roofs of the Liberal 
Arts, Transportation, and other large build- 
ings at the Fair grounds. Access to the roofs 
of the two buildings named can only be had 
by small elevators and to the others by narrow 
stairways, not easy to be found by excited 
persons in a timeof danger, actual or fancied. 
The terrible disaster at the Cold-Storage 
Building has called attention to this possible 
source of danger. The officials of the Fair, as 
well as the council, have recommended this 
action, and the City Commissioner of Butld- 
ings, Mr. Toolen, after making a careful in- 
spection, has decided to make the same rec 
ommendation to the Common Council, 
though its possible order in this respect has 
been rendered unnecessary by the prompt 
action of the Council of Administration. Even 
if there were absolutely no danger from fire, 
any sudden panic such as might occur when 
least expected on the roofs of the Liberal Arts 
or Transportation Building, 200 feet up in 
the air, would be almost certain to result in 
serious loss of life. The same possibility 
would hold true on the roofs of other build- 
ings, while in case of fire breaking out below 
the wooden stairways would be of no avail. 
The most ample safeguards against loss of 
life must be provided and visitors must have 
the most perfect feeling of security. With 
these simple precautions taken there is no 
reason, on the surface at least, why any se- 
rious disaster should occur again at Jackson 
Park. 

In this confiechon the Board of Under. 
writers also has made a suggestion to the 
Boatd of Control of the Exposition which 
should be acted upon at once. Its letter sets 
forth that— 


In the opinion of the Chicago Fire Underwrit- 
ers’ Association the building known as the Mac- 
kayé Spéctatorium, situated on Fifty-sixth street, 
100 feet north of the World’s Fair grounds, is, 
owing to its great size and height, its unfinished 
and exposed condition. and the quantity 
of inflammable matertal which it contains and 
its location so near Exposition, a constant 
and most imminent menace to the entire World's 
Fair property. 

The underwriters have not understated the 
danger that reste in this huge, unsightly pile. 
Even if it were nothing more than a blotch 
upon the béduty of the north side of the 
grounds, which it is, it would be desirable to 
have it removed asablemish. But it is some- 
‘thing more than this. It isa huge shell sur- 
r 
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ernment may be driven to redeem its outstand- 
ing notes in 55 cent dollars has caused the 
monetary stringency felt all over the United 
States. Already the dread of that partial re- 
pudiation has broken hundreds of banks, 
closed thousands of industrial enterprises, 
and discharged the workmen.

Ir the silver dollar had been retained on 
the statute books this country would have re- 
sumed specie payments at the close of 1878 
in silver, which at that time was worth about 
89 cents per dollar. In that case no gold 
would have been in circulation since then, and 
for the last fifteen years the United States 
would have been a silver monometallic coun- 
try, destitute of gold, as are Mexico and other 
Latin American silver countries. Probably 
today we should have no more silver money 
or silver certificates in the United States than 
we have now, and they would have declined 
gradually to 60 cents or less on the dollar 
with the depreciation of silver in all the world 
due to overproduction, the discontinu- 
ance of silver coinage by the Latin 
Union, and its demonetization by 
Germany and other nations of Europe. We 
would then be doing business with a fluctuat- 
ing currency worth 50 to 60 per cent, 
to the continual robbery and loss of the wage- 
workers of the United States. 

The prevention of this shocking and dis- 
graceful outcome is denounced by Merrick of 
Colorado asa “crime” that “calls for con- 
dign punishment.” Had the Legislature of 
1878.79 or subsequently been such as to pro- 
vide for resumption with depreciating silver 
dollars, that would have been a crime desérv- 
ing of condign punishment. Severely it would 
have punished the people of the United States, 
a blunder bitterly deplored by statesmen, as 
a wrong inflicted upon both labor and enter- 
prise, It would have harmed the United 
States to an extent far exceeding the whole 
value of the State of Colorado and the other 
silver mining States, and caused a prostration 
to be recovered from only by years of finan- 
cial sufferings by all classes. 


Tun will be much regret among mem- 
bers of the bar and among those who have 
had any business in the courts during recent 
years at the retirement of Judge Collins from 
the Cireuit Court bench. The retiring jurist 
was admittedly one of the most able, courte- 
ous, and expeditious of the Judges. He was 
kindly toward the younger members of the 
bar, scrupulously careful in his decisions, and 
he disposed of litigation quickly and satis- 
factorily. It will not be easy to find a capa- 
ble suceéssor for Judge Collins. There are 
few men at the bar his equal, and it will take 
time and much training on the bench for any 
young lawyer, however capable, to dispatch 
business in the court so rapidly and so well. 
Judging from the list of candidates an- 
nounced on the Democratic side, which, by 
the way, claims a majority of 80,000 in 
Cook County, the judicial election next No- 
vember will not add to the prestige of the 
bench of Cook County. The aspirants are 
for the most part of small ability. Some 
years ago when nominating conventions were 
more careful about selecting judicial candt- 
dates they hardly would offer themselves for 
public favo#?. They would be satisfied to ob- 
tain the humble office of Justice of the Peace 
by appointment. There will not be many 
Collinges, it is feared, amiong the ten Judges 
to be selected in November. And the An- 
archists, Socialists, demagogues, and gutter 
Democrats are preparing to aid John Pardon 
Altgeld to prevent the reélection of Judge 
Gary. The prospects for the improvement 
of the Cook County bench are not good. 


A Fon. inspéctor who has been examin- 
ing the Chicago Postoffice ruin has made a 
report to the Supervising Architect, it is said, 
in which he maintains that the tottering old 
structure is perfectly safe. Scarcely had the 
report been transmitted to Washington than 
the clerks employed in distributing the mail 
were startled “by a tearing and snapping 
sound over their heads, and immediately after 
several pieces of steel came rattling down in 
their midst. Fortunately there were no 
casualties. After the scare half a dozen steel 
pieces, weighing from five to ten pounds, were 
picked up. Any one of them would have 
crushed the life out of any person on whom it 
dropped from its place on the roof or the sky- 
light.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND’S HEALTH. 


An Official Explanation with an Incidental 
Attack on Vice-President Stevenson. 

Philadelphia Ledger, July 10: Probably 
no more significant or impressive manifesta- 
tion of the confidence inand reliance upon 
the ability and worth of Mr, Cleveland could 
be made than that which was made last week 
by his cOuntrymen through their generally 
expressed — that he was seriously ill. No 
one who thinks at all, or who is familiar with 
the respective political principles and public 
records of the President and Vice-President 
of the United States. need look far to discover 
why the country regarded with apprehension 
the reports that the health of the former was 
seriously affected. 

Assuming that Mr. Stevenson is not less 
able or pathetic than Mr. Cleveland, the pros- 

t of the former succeeding to the i- 
eney would. be gravely considered by the 
country, and especially at the present time, 
when the financial conditions are so unsettled 
and need the intelligently perceptive mind 
and the resolute will of astatesman whose con- 
victions are so well known as those of Mr. 
Cleveiand to aid in settling them 8 His 
countrymen know what the President's sen- 
timents are with na to both the over- 
topping financial and economic 
questions with which the new admin- 
istration. intrenched in both legis- 
lative and executive control of the govern- 
ment, will have to deal and which it will 
robably determine. Upon the silver ques- 
ion it is known to every one is no 
one in authority, no one in the country, whose 
financial policy is safer or sounder than Mr. 
Cleveland’s, and it is, if not absolutely known, 
at least confidently believed, that his econom- 
ic policy is 7 5 to any revision of the 
tariff which 1 injure the people's indus- 
trial interests or jeopardize their prosperity. 
Mr. Cleveland is known by His own declara- 
tions, which are conclusive, to be favorable to 
a revision of the McKinley act, but he is also 
known by his own declarations to be unfavor- 
able to free trade or to anything like free 
trade, or to anything that would be unjust or 
harmful to our great manufacturing interests. 

There is absolute trust in the political in- 
tegrity and public spirit of Mr, Cleveland; his 
opinions with regard to this or that policy of 
government may be disagreed with, but even 
by those who are on the op oe side of the 
argument the integrity of his convictions is 
not doubted. His 9 know him to 
be a trustworthy public servant, resolute in 
his purpose to put and keep the 38 of 
the country before and above those of his own 
or any party, and that, according to his light, 
he will. serve the people faithfully. 

Vice-President Stevenson’s policy with ref- 
erence to the financial. and economic ques- 
tions which are now so’ prominently before 
the country is not sd thoroughly understood 
as is the President’s, but it is sufficiently un- 
derstood to give the country cause to regard 
with apprehension the probability, or the pos- 
sibility even, of his succeeding in the near 
future to the Presidential office, Whatever 
his ability, his patriotism may be,it is not 
felt that the ship of state woul be so well di- 
rected by him as by Mr. Cleveland; and the 
anxiety that the latter should continue in 
command of it during his entire term is 
natural and reasonable. 

With regard to the health of the President 
the Ledger feels warranted, by its informa. 
tion, to state that any reports to the effect 
that itis in any manner from any cause seri- 

impa , or that Mr. Cleveland is af- 
fected with any chronic or dangerous disease, 
such as it was idly and stupidly rumored last 
week he was, or that he is suffering except 
from a slight attack of rheumatism, aggra- 
vated by excessive, official labors, are not true, 
and are without the foundation of truth. Mr. 
Cleveland isa man of extraordinary physical 
strength and vigor; capable of enduring an 
almost incredible amount of continuous labor 
and prolonged exposure to the most trying 
weather without any perceptible effect upon 
his robust health. Since the 4th of 
last the important ublic mat- 
ters which the President had to 
consider and act upon have been many, and 
often of particular gravity. Apart from these 
he has been continuously beset by seekers for 
office and his time and thought occupied in 
personally considering the qualifications * 
candidates for important positions. He has 
worked all day in his office and has spent the 
greater part of many nights with his sec- 
retary in 2 his desk of the latter, * 
day beginning with its own duties. Few men 
could have come out of such labors of body 
and mind, such cares and anxieties, as 
Cleveland has come out of with no more than 
a touch of rheumatism and an aching tooth, 
both suggestive of too great nervous tension. 

Subject only to the uncertainties of human 
life, the country has now no more cause to 
regard with apprehension the state of the 
President’s health than it had when he stood 
for hours unaffected b 1 in the cold and wet 
weather of the day of his inauguration. 


Something About Silver. 


In 1858 the United States produced $50,000 in 
silver. In 1891 the output had grown to $75,- 
500,000 in Bland dollars. 

For 200 years previous to 1871 the ratio of 
value between gold and silver had varied little 
from 1 to 16.
